"NEWSECTION. Sec. 1. (1)(a) The legislature finds that pollution
fromstormwater runoff is a | eading source of pollution in Puget Sound
and in inportant water bodies in eastern Washington such as the
Columbia river. The decisions and actions of those living in adjacent
comunities inpact the health of these water bodies. The | oss of
native and mature nonnative, nonnaturalized trees in urban areas
t hroughout the region has contributed significantly to stormwater and
fl oodi ng problens in the region.

(b) The Ilegislature further finds that the preservation and
enhancenment of city trees and urban and community forests are one of
the nost cost-effective ways to protect and inprove water quality, air
quality, human well-being, and our quality of life.

(c) The legislature further finds that appropriate selection,
siting, and installation of trees can reduce heating and cool i ng energy
costs and rel ated greenhouse gas em ssions. Retai ni ng natural soils
and vegetation, managing urban trees, planting additional trees, and
restoring the functionality of forests on public |ands can reduce the
anount of pollutants in our comunities, reduce utility infrastructure
damage, reduce requirenents for storm water retention and treatnent
facilities, and reduce fl ooding caused by nmajor stormevents that can
cost the state econony mllions of dollars a day. Ref oresti ng urban
stream channel s can reduce or elimnate regulatory requirenents such as
total maximumdaily | oad requirenents.

(d) The legislature further finds that there are innovative urban
forest managenent prograns and partnerships led by many cities across
the state. However, there is no statew de inventory or assessnent of
our community and urban forests. Few cities have clear goals and
standards for their urban forests. About twelve percent of
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Washington's cities have urban forest managenent plans and |ess than
half of Washington's comunities have tree ordinances. Many
communities report the need for better enforcenent.

(2) It is the intent of the legislature to:

(a) Recognize and support city, town, and county efforts to
conserve, protect, inprove, and expand Washington's urban forest in
order to reduce stormwater pollution in Puget Sound, flooding, energy
consunption and greenhouse gas em ssions, air pollution, and storm
inpacts to utility infrastructure.

(b) Assist cities, towns, and counties by devel oping a statew de
comunity and urban forest inventory, assessnment, nodel plans, and
nmodel ordi nances, and by providing technical assistance, incentives,
and resources to help cities, towns, and counties becone evergreen
communities by wutilizing these tools, maintenance prograns, new
partnerships, and conmunity invol venent.

(c) Develop the statewi de comunity and urban forest inventory in
a way that is conpatible with enmerging reporting protocols and that
could facilitate future access to carbon markets for cities.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The definitions in this section apply
t hroughout this chapter unless the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Community and urban forest assessnent” neans an anal ysis of
the community and urban forest inventory to: Establish the scope and
scale of forest-related benefits and services; determ ne the economc
val uation of such benefits, highlight trends, and issues of concern
identify high priority areas to be addressed; outline strategies for
addressing the critical 1issues and urban |andscapes; and identify
opportunities for retaining trees, expanding forest canopy, and
pl anting additional trees to sustain Washington's urban and conmmunity
forests.

(2) "Community and urban forest inventory" neans a managenent t ool
designed to gauge the condition, mnagenent status, health, and
diversity of a community and urban forest. An inventory nmay eval uate
i ndi vidual trees or groups of trees or canopy cover wthin community
and urban forests, and will be periodically updated by the departnent
of natural resources.

(3) "Departnent"” mneans the departnent of community, trade, and
econom c¢ devel opnent .
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(4) "Evergreen community ordinances" neans ordi nances adopted by
the legislative body of a city, town, or county that relate to urban
forests and are consistent with this chapter.

(5) "Evergreen comrunity" nmeans a city, town, or county designated
as such under section 7 of this act.

(6) "Managenent plan" neans an evergreen conmunity urban forest
managenent plan devel oped pursuant to this chapter.

(7) "Public facilities" has the sanme neaning as defined in RCW
36. 70A. 030.

(8) "Public forest" nmeans urban forests owned by the state, city,
town, county, or other public entity within or adjacent to the urban
growt h areas.

(9) "Reforestation" neans establishing and maintaining trees and
urban forest canopy in plantable spaces such as street rights-of-way,
transportation corridors, interchanges and hi ghways, riparian areas,
unst abl e slopes, shorelines, public lands, and property of wlling
private |and owners.

(10) "Tree canopy"” neans the | ayer of |eaves, branches, and stens
of trees that cover the ground when viewed from above and that can be
measured as a percentage of a |l and area shaded by trees.

(11) "Urban forest"” has the sanme definition as provided for the
term"conmmunity and urban forest” in RCW76.15. 010.

Sec. 3. RCW76.15.020 and 1991 ¢ 179 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The departnment my establish and maintain a program in
comunity and urban forestry to acconplish the purpose stated in RCW
76. 15. 007. The departnment may assist nunicipalities and counties in
establishing and maintaining community and urban forestry prograns and
encour age persons to engage in appropriate and i nproved tree managenent
and care.

(2) The depart nment may advi se, encour age, and assi st
muni ci palities, counties, and other public and private entities in the
devel opment and coordi nation of policies, prograns, and activities for
the pronotion of community and urban forestry.

(3) The departnment nmay appoint a comrmittee or council, in addition
to the technical advisory commttee created in section 5 of this act to
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advise the departnment in establishing and carrying out a program in
community and urban forestry.

(4) The departnment may assi st municipal and county tree naintenance
prograns by making surplus equi prment avail able on | oan where feasible
for community and urban forestry prograns and cooperative projects.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 76.15 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) (a) The departnent nmay, in collaboration wth educational
institutions, nunicipalities, corporations, the technical advisory
commttee created in section 5 of this act, state and national service
organi zati ons, and environnental organizations, conduct a prioritized
statewi de inventory of community and urban forests.

(b) For purposes of efficiency, existing data and current inventory
technol ogies nust be utilized in the devel opnent of the inventory.
Statewi de data nust be maintained and periodically updated by the
departnment and nmade available to every nmunicipality in the state.

(c) The criteria established for the statewi de conmunity and urban
forest inventory nust support the planning needs of |ocal governnents.

(d) The criteria for the statewide comunity and urban forest
inventory may include but not be limted to: Tree size, species,
| ocation, site appropriateness, condition and health, contribution to
canopy cover and volune, available planting spaces, and ecosystem

econom ¢, social, and nonetary val ue.

(e) In developing the statewide comunity and wurban forest
inventory, the departnment shall strive to enable Washington cities'
urban forest managers to access carbon markets by working to ensure the
i nventory devel oped under this section is conpatible with existing and
devel oping urban forest reporting protocols designed to facilitate
access to those carbon markets.

(2) The departnment may, 1in collaboration with a statew de
organi zation representing urban and community forestry prograns, and
with the evergreen comunities partnership task force established in
section 17 of this act, conduct a community and urban forest assessnent
and develop recommendations to the appropriate commttees of the
| egislature to inprove conmmunity and urban forestry in Washi ngton.

(3) The inventory and assessnent in this section nmust be capabl e of
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supporting the adoption and inplenentation of evergreen community
managenent plans and ordi nances described in section 10 of this act.

(4) The departnent may, in collaboration with nmunicipalities, the
techni cal advisory commttee created in section 5 of this act, and a
statewi de organization representing urban and comunity forestry
prograns, develop an inplenentation plan for the inventory and
assessnment of the community and urban forests in Washi ngton.

(5 (a) The criteria and inplenentation plan for the statew de
community and urban forest inventory and assessnment required under this
section nust be conpleted by Decenber 1, 2008. Upon the conpletion of
the criteria and inplenentation plan's devel opnent, the departnent
shall report the final product to the appropriate comnmttees of the
| egi sl ature.

(b) An initial inventory and assessnent, consisting of the
community and urban forests of the willing nunicipalities located in
one county | ocated east of the crest of the Cascade nountains and the
willing municipalities |ocated in one county | ocated west of the crest
of the Cascade nountains nust be conpleted by June 1, 2010.

(6) The requirenents of this section are subject to the
availability of anpbunts appropriated for the specific purposes of this
section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 76.15 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The commi ssioner of public lands shall appoint a technica
advisory conmittee to provide advice to the departnment during the
devel opnent of the criteria and inplenentation plan for the statew de
community and urban forest inventory and assessnent required under
section 4 of this act.

(2) The technical advisory commttee nust include, but not be
limted to, representatives from the follow ng groups: Ar bori sts;
muni ci pal foresters; educators; consultants; researchers; public works
and utilities professionals; information technology specialists; and
other affiliated professionals.

(3) The technical advisory commttee nenbers shall serve w thout
conpensation. Advisory commttee nenbers who are not state enpl oyees
may receive reinbursenent for travel expenses as provided by RCW
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43. 03. 050 and 43.03.060. Costs associated with the technical advisory
committee nmay be paid from the general fund appropriation mnade
available to the departnent for community and urban forestry.

(4) The technical advisory conmttee created in this section nust
be disbanded by the comm ssioner upon the conpletion of the criteria
and inplenentation plan for the statewi de community and urban forest
inventory and assessnent required under section 4 of this act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. The departnent shall, in the inplenentation
of this chapter, coordinate with the departnent of natural resources.
Additionally, in the devel opnment of the nodel evergreen community urban
forest managenent plans and ordi nances required by section 10 of this
act, the departnment shall wutilize the technical expertise of the
departnment of natural resources regarding arboriculture, tree
sel ection, and mai nt enance.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. (1) The departnment, with the advice of the
evergreen communities partnership task force created in section 17 of
this act, shall develop the criteria for an evergreen comrunity
recogni tion program whereby the state can recognize cities, towns, and
counties, to be designated as an evergreen community, who are
devel opi ng excellent urban forest mnmanagenent prograns that i nclude
comunity and urban forestry inventories, assessnents, pl ans,
or di nances, mai nt enance  prograns, part ner shi ps, and community
i nvol venent .

(2)(a) Designation as an evergreen community nust include no fewer
than two graduated steps.

(b) The first graduated step of designation as an evergreen
community includes satisfaction of the foll ow ng requirenents:

(1) The devel opnment and inplenentation of a tree board or tree
depart nent;

(11) The devel opnent of a tree care ordi nance;

(tit) The inplementation of a conmmunity forestry program with an
annual budget of at |east two dollars for every city resident;

(tv) Oficial recognition of arbor day; and

(v) The conpletion of an wupdated community and urban forest
inventory for the city, town, or county or the formal adoption of an
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inventory devel oped for the city, town, or county by the departnent of
natural resources pursuant to section 4 of this act.

(c) The second graduated step of designation as an evergreen
community includes the adoption of evergreen community managenent pl ans
and ordi nances that exceed the m nimum standards in the nodel evergreen
community managenent plans and ordi nances adopted by the departnent
under section 10 of this act.

(d) The departnent may require additional graduated steps and
establish the m nimumrequirements for each recogni zed step.

(3) The departnent shall devel op gateway signhage and | ogos for an
evergreen conmunity.

(4) The departnent shall, unless the duty is assunmed by the
governor, recognize, certify, and designate cities, towns, and counties
satisfying the criteria devel oped under this section as an evergreen
comunity.

(5) Applications for evergreen community status nust be submtted
to and eval uated by the departnment of natural resources.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. A new section is added to chapter 76.15 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The departnment shall manage the application and evaluation of
candi dates for evergreen comunity designation under section 7 of this
act, and forward its recommendations to the departnent of comunity,
trade, and econom c devel opnent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. (1) The departnent shall, subject to the
availability of anmounts appropriated for this specific purpose,
coordinate wth the departnment of natural resources in the devel opnent
and inplenentation of a needs-based evergreen conmmunity grant and
conpetitive awards programto provide financial assistance to cities,
towns, and counties for the devel opnent, adoption, or inplenentation of
evergreen community managenent plans or ordinances devel oped under
section 14 of this act.

(2) The grant program authorized in this section shall address both
the goal s of rewarding innovation by a successful evergreen community
and of providing resources and assistance to the applicants with the
greatest financial need.

(3) The departnment may only provide grants to cities, towns, or
counties under this chapter that:

(a) Are recognized as an evergreen conmmunity consistent wth
section 7 of this act, or are applying for funds that would aid themin
their pursuit of evergreen community recognition; and

(b) Have developed, or are developing urban forest mnagenent
partnerships with |ocal not-for-profit organizations.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. (1) To the extent that funds are
appropriated for this specific purpose, the departnent shall devel op
nodel evergreen conmunity nmanagenent plans and ordi nances pursuant to
sections 12 and 13 of this act with nmeasurable goals and tinelines to
guide plan and ordinance adoption or developnent consistent wth
section 14 of this act.

(2) Model plans and ordi nances devel oped under this section nust:

(a) Recogni ze ecoregional differences in the state;

(b) Provide flexibility for the diversity of urban character and
relative differences in density and zoning found in Washington's
cities, towns, and counties;

(c) Provide an urban forest |andowner inventorying his or her own
property with the ability to access existing inventories, technol ogy,
and other technical assistance available through the departnent of
nat ural resources;

(d) Recogni ze and provide for vegetation managenent practices and
prograns that prevent vegetation from interfering with or damaging
utilities, public facilities, and sol ar panels or bui I di ngs
specifically designed to optim ze passive sol ar energy; and

(e) Provide for vegetati on nanagenent practices and prograns that
reflect and are consistent with the priorities and goals of the growth
managenent act, chapter 36. 70A RCW

(3) Al nodel plans and ordi nances devel oped by the departnent nust
be devel oped in conjunction wth the evergreen conmunities partnership
task force created in section 17 of this act.

(4) After the devel opnent of nodel evergreen conmunity plans and
ordi nances under this section, the departnent shall, in conjunction
with the departnent of natural resources, distribute and provide
outreach regardi ng the nodel plans and ordi nances and associ at ed best
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managenent practices to cities, towns, and counties to aid the cities,
towns, and counties in obtaining evergreen conmunity recognition under
section 7 of this act.

(5 By Decenber 1, 2010, the departnent shall, at a mninmm
devel op the nodel evergreen community plans and ordi nances required
under this section for areas of the state where the departnent of
natural resources has conpleted conmunity and urban forest inventories
pursuant to section 4 of this act.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 11. (1) The departnent shall deliver a report
to the appropriate commttees of the Ilegislature followng the
devel opment of the nodel evergreen conmunity managenent plans and
ordi nances under section 10 of this act recommendi ng any next steps and
additional incentives to increase voluntary participation by cities,

towns, and counties in the evergreen community recognition program
established in section 7 of this act.

(2) By the fifteenth day of each consecutive Decenber |eading up to
t he adoption of the nodel evergreen community plans and ordi nances, the
departnent shall deliver a report to the appropriate commttees of the
| egislature outlining progress nmade towards the developnent and
i npl enentation of the nodel plans and ordi nances.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. In the developnent of nodel evergreen
communi ty managenent plans under section 10 of this act, the departnent
shall consider including, but not be limted to, the followng
el enent s:

(1) Inventory and assessnent of the jurisdiction's wurban and
community forests utilized as a dynam c nanagenent tool to set goals,
i npl ement prograns, and nonitor outcones that may be adjusted over
tinme;

(2) Canopy cover goals;

(3) Reforestation and tree canopy expansion goals wthin the
city's, town's, and county's boundari es;

(4) Restoration of public forests;

(5) Achieving forest stand and diversity goals;

(6) Maxim zing vegetated storm water managenent with trees and
ot her vegetation that reduces runoff, increases soil infiltration, and
reduces stormwater pollution;
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(7) Environnental health goals specific to air quality, habitat for
wildlife, and energy conservation;

(8) Vegetation managenent practices and prograns to prevent
vegetation from interfering wth or damaging utilities and public
facilities;

(9) Prioritizing planting sites;

(10) Standards for tree selection, siting, planting, and pruning;

(11) Schedul i ng nmai ntenance and stewardship for new and establi shed
trees;

(12) Staff and volunteer training requirenents enphasizing
appropriate experti se and professionalism

(13) Gui del i nes for protecting exi sting trees from
construction-related damage and damage related to preserving
territorial views;

(14) Integrating disease and pest nanagenent;

(15) Wbod waste utilization;

(16) Community outreach, participation, education prograns, and
partnershi ps with nongover nnent organi zati ons;

(17) Time frames for achieving plan goals, objectives, and tasks;

(18) Monitoring and neasuring progress toward those benchmarks and
goal s;

(19) Consistency with the urban wildland interface codes devel oped
by the state building code council;

(20) Enphasi zing | andscape and revegetation plans in residentia
and commerci al devel opnent areas where tree retention objectives are
chal I enging to achi eve; and

(21) Maximzing building heating and cooling energy efficiency
t hrough appropriate siting of trees for summer shadi ng, passive sol ar
heating in winter, and for w nd breaks.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 13. The departnent shall, in the devel opnent of
nodel evergreen community ordinances under section 10 of this act
consider including, but not be |imted to, the following policy
el enent s:

(1) Tree canopy cover, density, and spacing;

(2) Tree conservation and retention;

(3) Vegetated stormwater runoff managenent using native trees and
appropriate nonnative, nonnaturalized vegetation;
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(4) dearing, grading, protection of soils, reductions in soil
conpaction, and use of appropriate soils with | ow runoff potential and
high infiltration rates;

(5) Appropriate tree siting and nmaintenance for vegetation
managenent practices and progranms to prevent vegetation from
interfering with or damaging utilities and public facilities;

(6) Native species and nonnative, nonnaturalized species diversity
sel ection to reduce di sease and pests in urban forests;

(7) Tree mai ntenance;

(8) Street tree installation and mai ntenance;

(9) Tree and vegetation buffers for riparian areas, critical areas,
transportation and utility corridors, and commercial and residential
ar eas;

(10) Tree assessnents for new construction permtting;

(11) Recommended forest conditions for different | and use types;

(12) Variances for hardship and safety;

(13) Variances to avoid conflicts with renewable solar energy
infrastructure, passive solar building design, and locally grown
produce; and

(14) Permts and appeal s.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 14. (1) A city, town, or county may adopt
evergreen comunity rmanagenent plans and ordi nances, i ncl udi ng
enforcenment nechanisnms and civil penalties for violations of its
evergreen community ordi nances.

(2) Evergreen community ordi nances adopted under this section may
not prohibit or conflict with vegetation mnmanagenent practices and
prograns undertaken to prevent vegetation from interfering wth or
damaging utilities and public facilities.

(3) Managenent plans devel oped by cities, towns, or counties nust
be based on urban forest inventories for the city, town, or county
covered by the managenent plan. The city, town, or county devel opi ng
t he managenent plan may produce independent inventories thenselves or
rely solely on inventories devel oped, conm ssioned, or approved by the
departnment of natural resources under chapter 76.15 RCW

(4) Cities, towns, or counties may establish a |ocal evergreen
communi ty advisory board or utilize existing citizen boards focused on
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muni ci pal tree issues to achieve appropriate expert and stakehol der

participation in the adoption and developnent of inventories,
assessnents, ordinances, and plans consistent with this chapter.
(5 A city, town, or county shall invite the expert advice of

utilities serving wwthin its jurisdiction for the purpose of devel oping
and adopting appropriate plans for vegetati on managenent practices and
prograns to prevent vegetation from interfering with or damaging
utilities and public facilities.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 15. A new section is added to chapter 36.01 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Any county may adopt evergreen comunity ordinances, as that
termis defined in section 2 of this act, which the county nust apply
to new building or |and devel opnent in the unincorporated portions of
the county's urban growh areas, as that term is defined in RCW
36. 70A. 030, and may apply to other areas of the county as deened
appropriate by the county.

(2) As an alternative to subsection (1) of this section, a city or
town may request that the county in which it is located apply to any
new buil ding or | and devel opnent permt in the unincorporated portions
of the urban growh areas, as defined in RCW 36. 70A. 030, the evergreen
communi ty ordi nances standards adopted under section 14 of this act by
the city or town in the county |ocated closest to the proposed buil di ng
or devel opnent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 16. (1) A city, town, or county seeking
evergreen community recognition under section 7 of this act shall
submt its managenent plans and evergreen comunity ordi nances to the
departnment for review and comment at |east sixty days prior to its
pl anned i npl ement ati on dat e.

(2) The departnent shall, together with the departnment of natural
resources, review any evergreen community ordinances or managenent
pl ans submtted. When reviewing ordinances or plans under this
section, the departnment shall focus its review on the plan's

consistency with this chapter and the nodel evergreen community
managenent pl ans and ordi nances adopted under section 10 of this act.
When the followng entities submt evergreen community ordi nances and
managenent plans for review, they nust be considered by the departnent,
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together with the departnent of natural resources, the departnent of
fish and wildlife, and the Puget Sound partnership: A county adjacent
to Puget Sound or any city |located within any of those counties. The
review ng departnments may provide witten comments on both plans and
or di nances.

(3) Together wth the departnment of natural resources, the
departnment may offer technical assistance in the developnent of
evergreen community ordi nances and managenent pl ans.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 17. (1) The director of the departnent shal
assenbl e and convene the evergreen conmunities partnership task force
of no nore than twenty-five individuals to aid and advise the
departnment in the admnistration of this chapter.

(2) At the discretion of the departnent, the task force may be
di sbanded once the urban and community forests assessnents conducted by
t he departnment of natural resources under section 4 of this act and the
nodel evergreen conmunity mnmanagenent plans and ordi nances devel oped
under section 10 of this act are conpleted.

(3) Representatives of the departnent of natural resources and the
departnment of ecology shall participate in the task force.

(4) The departnent shall invite individuals representing the
followng entities to serve on the task force:

(a) A statew de council representing urban and conmunity forestry
prograns aut horized under RCW 76. 15. 020;

(b) A conservation organi zation wth expertise in Puget Sound storm
wat er managenent ;

(c) At least two cities, one froma city east and one froma city
west of the crest of the Cascade nountains;

(d) At least two counties, one froma county east and one from a
county west of the crest of the Cascade nountai ns;

(e) Two land devel opnent professionals or representative
associ ations representing devel opnent professionals affected by tree
retention ordi nances and storm wat er nanagenent poli cies;

(f) A national conservation organization with a network of chapter
vol unteers working to conserve habitat for birds and wildlife;

(g) A land trust conservation organization facilitating urban
forest managenent partnerships;
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(h) A national conservation organization wth expertise in
backyard, schoolyard, and conmmunity wildlife habitat devel opnent;

(i) A public works professional;

(j) Aprivate utility;

(k) A national forest Jland trust exclusively dedicated to
sustaining Anmerica's vast and vital private forests and safeguarding
their many public benefits;

(I') Professionals with expertise in local land use planning,
housi ng, or infrastructure; and

(m The tinber industry.

(5) The departnment is encouraged to recruit task force nenbers who
are able to represent two or nore of the stakehol der groups listed in
subsection (4) of this section.

(6) In assenbling the task force, the departnent shall strive to
achi eve representation fromas nmany of the state's mmjor ecoregions as
possi bl e.

(7) Each menber of the task force shall serve w thout conpensation.
Task force nenbers that are not state enpl oyees may be rei nbursed for
travel expenses as authorized in RCW43.03.050 and 43. 03. 060.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 18. Nothing in this chapter may be construed
t o:

(1) Conflict or supersede with any requirenents, duties, or
obj ectives placed on |ocal governnments under chapter 36.70A RCW with
specific enphasis on allowing cities and unincorporated urban growth
areas to achieve their desired residential densities in a manner and
character consistent with RCW 36. 70A. 110; or

(2) Apply to | ands designated under chapters 76.09, 79.70, 79.71,
84. 33, and 84.34 RCW

Sec. 19. RCW35.92.390 and 1993 ¢ 204 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Municipal wutilities wunder this chapter are encouraged to
provide information to their custoners regarding |andscaping that
includes tree planting for energy conservation.

(2)(a) Municipal utilities under this chapter are encouraged to
request voluntary donations from their custonmers for the purposes of

(3) Al rules and regul ations issued by any gas conpany, electrical
conpany or water conpany, affecting or pertaining to the sale or
distribution of its product, shall be just and reasonabl e.

(4) Uility service for residential space heating shall not be
term nat ed bet ween Novenber 15 through March 15 if the custoner:

(a) Notifies the wutility of the inability to pay the bill,
including a security deposit. This notice should be provided within
five business days of receiving a paynent overdue notice unless there
are extenuating circunstances. If the customer fails to notify the
utility within five business days and service is termnated, the
custoner can, by paying reconnection charges, if any, and fulfilling
the requirements of this section, receive the protections of this
chapter;

(b) Provides self-certification of household incone for the prior
twel ve nonths to a grantee of the departnent of conmmunity, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnent which admnisters federally funded energy
assi stance prograns. The grantee shall determ ne that the househol d
i nconre does not exceed the maxinmum allowed for eligibility under the
state's plan for |owincone energy assistance under 42 U S.C. 8624 and
shall provide a dollar figure that is seven percent of household
i ncone. The grantee may verify information provided in the self-
certification,

(c) Has applied for honme heating assistance from applicable
government and private sector organizations and certifies that any
assi stance received wll be applied to the current bill and future
utility bills;

(d) Has applied for |owincone weatherization assistance to the
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utility or other appropriate agency if such assistance is available for
t he dwel | i ng;

(e) Agrees to a paynent plan and agrees to naintain the paynment
plan. The plan will be designed both to pay the past due bill by the
follow ng October 15 and to pay for continued utility service. |If the
past due bill is not paid by the follow ng Cctober 15, the custoner
shall not be eligible for protections under this chapter until the past
due bill is paid. The plan shall not require nonthly paynents in
excess of seven percent of the custoner's nonthly incone plus one-
twel fth of any arrearage accrued fromthe date application is nade and
t hereafter during Novenber 15 through March 15. A custoner may agree
to pay a higher percentage during this period, but shall not be in
default unless paynent during this period is |ess than seven percent of
mont hly i ncome plus one-twelfth of any arrearage accrued fromthe date
application is mde and thereafter. | f assistance paynents are
received by the custoner subsequent to inplenentation of the plan, the
custoner shall contact the utility to refornulate the plan; and

(f) Agrees to pay the noneys owed even if he or she noves.

(5) The utility shall

(a) Include in any notice that an account is delinquent and that
service may be subject to termnation, a description of the custoner's
duties in this section;

(b) Assist the custonmer in fulfilling the requirenents under this
section;

(c) Be authorized to transfer an account to a new residence when a
custonmer who has established a plan under this section noves from one
residence to another within the sanme utility service area,

(d) Be permtted to disconnect service if the custonmer fails to
honor the paynent program Uilities my continue to disconnect
service for those practices authorized by |aw other than for nonpaynent
as provided for in this subsection. Customers who qualify for paynent
pl ans under this section who default on their paynent plans and are
di sconnected can be reconnected and maintain the protections afforded
under this chapter by paying reconnection charges, if any, and by
paying all anmounts that woul d have been due and owi ng under the terns
of the applicable paynent plan, absent default, on the date on which
service is reconnected; and
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(e) Advise the custonmer in witing at the time it disconnects
service that it wll restore service if the customer contacts the
utility and fulfills the other requirenents of this section.

(6) A paynent plan inplenented under this section is consistent
wi th RCW 80. 28. 080.

(7) Every gas conmpany and electrical conpany shall offer
residential custoners the option of a budget billing or equal paynent
pl an. The budget billing or equal paynent plan shall be offered | ow

i ncome custoners eligible under the state's plan for | owincone energy
assi stance prepared in accordance with 42 U S C 8624(C) (1) wthout
l[imting availability to certain nonths of the year, without regard to
the length of time the custonmer has occupi ed the prem ses, and w t hout
regard to whether the custonmer is the tenant or owner of the prem ses
occupi ed.

(8) Every gas conpany, electrical conpany and water conpany shal
construct and maintain such facilities in connection wth the
manufacture and distribution of its product as will be efficient and
safe to its enpl oyees and the public.

(9) An agreenent between the custoner and the utility, whether ora
or witten, shall not waive the protections afforded under this
chapter.

(10) In establishing rates or charges for water service, water
conpani es as defined in RCW80.04. 010 may consi der the achi evenent of
wat er conservation goals and the di scouragenent of wasteful water use
practices.
